We 
give for the consideration of hunters 
und. land owners what Mr. C O. 
Shields, president of the League of 
Ainericuii Sportsmen, said in an ud- 
dress in Chicago lust week. He de- 
clared that the destruction of birds 
cobI agriculture aud other enterprises 
a billion dollars a year. Thla estimate 
if of course conjectural, but there Is 
no denying that wholesale bird killing 
Ik a highly expeusive practice. 

Mr. Shields related that u quail kill- 
ed In Ohio had In Iib craw 1,200 cinch 
bugs. Another u.uuil killed in Kansas 
was round to contain 2,000 Hessian 
flies, a destructive pest. These birds 
bad prevented the propagation of 
countless millious of insects. 

This is rather graphic proof of the 
practical vulue of a single bird, es- 
pecially when it is remembered that 
litcse insects were meals for a single 
da> for the birds.

I IJTIl STATFN ROTLMltG IT ITH 
UfU KtXJFS. 

Washington. January 12. — The 
meeting today of the board of direc- 
tors of the National Rifle Aaeoclatton 
marks the first step in the new move- 
ment to bring the rifle ranges of the 
country under federal control, as one 
of the fundamental measures for the 
national defense It will also be de- 
cided whether there will be annual 
matchea during 1916. Sentiment out- 
side the War Department seems to be 
unanimous for these matches to be 
held annually, but the department Is 
expected to take the stand that It la 
Impossible to spare the troops for the 
matches during maneuver years, which 
comes in 1916. This objection may be 
met by using national guardsmen to 
do the work. 

Tomorrow the annual meeting of 
the National Board for the Promotion 
or Rifle Practice will be held In the 
office of the assistant secretary of war. 
There will also be meetings of sub- 
committees on rules and range con- 
atructon and legislation, and It Is 
probable that meetings will be held 
with the military committees of the 
House and Senate. 

Congress is being asked at the pres- 
ent session to provide for a cimmlsslon 
to Investigate the entire subject of 
rifle range construction from a na- 
tional defense standpoint. Such a 
commission should survey the entire 
country .according to the promotion 
board, and recommend a permanet na- 
tional policy oof rifle range enstrue- 
tlon and fix the localities whero such 
ranges should be provided. 

The National Rifle Association which 
is meeting here today, Ib asking for a 
national charter at this session, with 
an annual appropriation of $25,000 
from Congress to assist In carrying on 
the rifle shooting propaganda Is it 
should be done. It is alao the inten- 
tion of the National oBard for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice to seek, 
through the Secretary of War. an In- 
crease In their annual appropriation 
from $10,000 to $50,000.

The very general criticism of Pres- 
ident Wilson's prolongation of his hon- 
eymoon finally penetrated to the se- 
clusion which he and hiB wife had 
round at Hot Spriugs, although not 
until he had Informed the newspaper 
correspondents that he purposed still 
further to prolong his absence from 
the White House. Then, fortunately, 
from the administration's standpoint, 
the Persia was sunk, and Mr. Tumulty 
resorted to his "yellow journal" meth- 
oda. That afforded the President his 
excuse for a change of plans and he 
announced at Hot Sprlnga that, be- 
cause of the gravity of the European 
"crisis." he would hasten back to 
Washington to handle the situation 
himself. It Is true that President 
Wilson's desk has been piled high with 
public matters, many of which have 
been awaiting his attention for tonic 
time, and it was because of his long 
neglect of these domestic matters that 
he was being criticised. 

But the sinking of the Persia af- 
forded no reason for his return, bo- 
rn use Secretary Lansing was hand- 
ling the situation more ably and more 
dignitledly than is the President him- 
self. There has been on President 
Wilson's desk tor more than four 
months the court-martial case of an 
officer who for upwards of a year was 
under arrest, who waa sentenced to 
dismissal from the army and to im- 
prisonment. Of course, no action 
could be taken by the War Department 
until the findings of the court were ap- 
proved by the Preaident. Mr. Wilson's 
neglect of the case will now, no doubt, 
save him the trouble, aa the officer In 
question has broken his arrest and 
escaped, presumably luto Mexico Thla 
is only one of the numerous eases 
which long ago should have been at- 
tended to.

Schmidt, recently convicted of first de- 
gree murder as one of the principals 
with McNamara in the blowing up of 
the Los Angeles Times building Ave 
years ago, will be given a hearing here 
today. On the allegation that the Ju- 
rors were permitted to take motor car 
rides and allowed to dine at home on 
various occasions. Schmidt holds out 
hope that the courts will grant a re- 
hearing of the case. Backed by many 
former friends in his light to clear 
himself of the dynamite murder charge 
Schmidt still retains hope that he will 
be able to escape the term of life 
imprisonment fixed by the Jury. 

Schmidt waa found guilty on the 
first ballot by the Jurors, it is said, and 
on the third ballot the term of life Im- 
prisonment was fixed. It took the Jury 
Just forty-six minutes to decide the 
fate of Schmidt. The finding of th" 
Jury came as a surprise, for the Judge's 
charge was taken as a favorable one 
toward the accused dynamiter. An- 
other peculiar phase of the trial was 
the failure of the prosecution to cross 
examine Schmidt when he was placed 
on the witness stand in his own de- 
fense and denied all connection with 
the Times disaater. 

David Capian, who was indicted with 
Schmidt on the Bame charge of mur- 
der, will also appear In court today, 
and his case will be set for trial at 
once, should a new trial for Schmidt 
be refused.

I • I'npalar I h>,n i- Join In 

lit* Ohservaaee. 

Child labor day has been observed 
for the last ten year* but January 23, 
191 ». will be the greatest child labor 
day of them all. according to a bulle- 
tin just Issued by the National Child 
Labor Committee. At least 4,600 prom- 
ises to observe the day have come Into 
the committee'* office* already from 
school superintendents, teschers, cler- 
gymen, women's clubs and other or 

In 



"It I* fortunate for us that child la- 
bor day fall* In January, said Owen 
R. liovejoy, general aecretary of the 
National Child Labor Committee, "be- 
cause It is going to be a big factor in 
the passage of the federal child labor 
bill now before Congre*s. We are ask- 
ing all who are observing the day to 
emphasise the need for acton In behalf 
of the bill and the result should be an 
overwhelming demand for- lis enact- 
ment. 

"The hill will not pass the Ilousf* 
thla year as easily as It did last year 
because our opponents were not awake 
then. The only opposition to the bill 
came from cotton manufacturers and 
only three of them appeared at the 
hearings. This year advice from Wash- 
ington Indicates that there is to be 
ncerted action on the part of the 
cotton mill operators to block the bill 
and the progress It has already mad» 
This means that we shall need the help 
of every individual who believes that 
the bill should be passed because only 
by convincing the House and the Sen- 
ate that public opinion i* not with 
the cotton mill lobby can the enact- 
ment of the bill be secured. We hope 
that child labor day will bring us 
msny new frlendB who will not rest 
until the Keating-Owen federal child 
labor bill becomes a bill."
